Dear David: 

John Slocum and I were indeed disappointed to 
hear that the Chase Bank numismatic collection is to be 
given to the Smithsonian. Although my knowledge of this 
gift comes only from heresay, I was very much hoping that 
this collection might stay in New York at the American 
Numismatic Society which is so well known worldwide, not 
only for its collection, but for its scholarship both 
past and present. I was also distressed to hear from the 
same sources that part of the collection had been sold 
without the Society being given a chance to raise money 
to purchase some particularly unique items in the collection. 
It does not appear to me that this has been done in the 
best interests of either the Bank, the world of scholarship 
or New York City. 

Although I fully realize it is difficult to 
reverse decisions once they are made, a considerable part 
of the Society's disappointment would be ameliorated if it 
was given a chance to select some of the duplicates which 
we know already to be in the Smithsonian collection. 

For instance — of the fifteen 1804 Silver Dollars 
which were minted, two already reside in the Smithsonian 
and have done so for years. This is undoubtedly the last 
opportunity for the American Numismatic Society to obtain 
a specimen of this coin. Eric Newman, a member of the 
Council of the Society, has commented on this issue in his 
recent book. I see no reason for the Smithsonian to have 
three examples of this particular coin at a time when the 
most scholarly organization in the country has none available 
for show or study. There are other items in the collection 
of the same nature. 
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I am sure you may feel it is presump tious of me 


to write this letter, but I believe so strongly in supporting 
the organizations that rely entirely on the private sector 
that I could not resist making a further effort to see if 
your decision could be softened. I am confident Dillon 
Ripley would understand this decision and, indeed, would 
probably agree with it. I am a great admirer of the Society 
and feel that New Yorkers should support it as New Yorkers 
support many other organizations that have lived within its 
boarders for so long. 


Do ask your people to consider this idea of duplication 


more closely. The publicity of a favorable decision would be 
very constructive for the Chase as well as for the Society.

Please pardon my delay in responding to your letter, but I have just 
recently returned from a trip out of the country. 

I do appreciate your remarks about Chase's coin collection. You are 
quite right that we have been negotiating w’rth the Smithsonian about 
the future public display of the collection, but as of this writing, 
we have not yet reached any agreement. 

You mentioned that you had heard that part of our collection had been 
sold without the American Numismatic Society being appraised of the 
sales. In point of fact, we did sell several duplicate pieces 
several years ago, when limited space at the Chase Money Museum 
made it impossible to display these items. These pieces consisted 
primarily of foreign coins and bank notes, which, I suspect, may not 
have been of much interest to the Society. Since that time, we have 
not sold any pieces out of the collection, and we do not intend to 
sell any in the future. 

As to your suggestion that we consider the Society as a repository 
for several of the duplicate coins already in the Smithsonian collection 
I think this idea has considerable merit. I've asked our people to look 
into this possibility and report back. I shall keep you appraised of 
our progress in this regard. 

Once again, I appreciate your interest in the collection, and I assure 
you that we will attempt to be as equitable to all parties as possible 
in finding an ultimate home or homes for the Chase monies.

Thank you so much for your nice letter of May 19th 
concerning the Chase's numismatic collection. We are, of 
course, delighted to hear that the Society still has a 
chance to obtain some of this great collection. 

I thought I should also let you know that the exhibit 
possibilities for the Chase collection at the American 
Numismatic Society are both immediate and long term. For 
some time now, the ANS has looked forward to the opportunity 
to feature the Chase collection in a special large-scale ex- 
hibit on the theme of the "wedding" of two great numismatic 
collections . 

Displays would focus on those areas where the Chase 
collection is particularly strong and the ANS weak to 
emphasize the increase of material available to the scholar 
and the collector through the joining of these collections. 

Other areas of the exhibit would be devoted to 
coinage series which are well represented in the ANS collection 
but to which the Chase collection, because of its size and 
selectivity, adds, filling in gaps to make more complete the 
record of these historical objects which are available in one, 
highly accessible, study center.

In line with our conversation this morning concerning 
Amon G. Carter, Jr., I am enclosing a xerox copy of his 
most recent listing in Who’s Who. 

This very brief biographical reference makes no 
mention of Amon's numismatic interests. I have been 
personally acquainted with Amon for some thirty years. 

He is also well known to Margo Russell and Eric Newman. 

I do not know if other Council members are acquainted 
with him. His father, Amon G. Carter, Sr., started 
collecting, I imagine, sometime in the 1920' s, buying 
extensively from the well-known Fort Worth coin dealer 
B. Max Mehl, as well as other prominent coin dealers of 
the era. Mr. Carter, Sr. was the publisher of the Fort 
Worth Star Telegram and he maintained his office there. 

A most distinctive feature of his office, which is today 
occupied by Amon, Jr., is its extremely large walk-in 
bank vault. This vault was built by Mr. Carter, Sr. to 
house his growing numismatic holdings, and it serves the 
same purpose even today. 

With such a start in numismatics as that of his 
father's acquisitions, Amon, Jr., if anything, has grown 
to become an even more avid collector and certainly a 
more knowledgeable numismatist than his father. His 
holdings and interests encompass essentially the entire 
western hemisphere in both coins and currency, from 
South American and Latin America to the Dominion of 
Canada. Amon regularly attends the annual convention 
of the American Numismatic Association and appears at 
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a number of the main coin shows throughout each year. 

He still maintains his office at the offices of the Fort 
Worth Star Telegram, even though the paper itself was 
sold a few years ago to the Los Angeles Times group. 

I believe that he serves on the Board of Directors of 
the L. A. Times, as well as being on the boards of several 
other corporations, the most noteworthy perhaps being 
that of American Airlines, Inc. The Carter family has 
been and is today one of the more significant holders of 
the securities of American Airlines. 

As I mentioned, Amon did not turn me down when I 
broached the subject with him and he told me that he 
would get back with me next week to discuss it further. 

I raised the subject with him once previously several 
years ago. At that time he plead press of other business. 
I am hopeful that his business affairs are such now that 
he is free to devote more time to avocational pursuits. 

It is my view that he would make a most outstanding 
addition to the Council.
